Outcome Mixed 
On North-South; 
Energy Bid Fails

PARIS, June 2 (IHT).—The North-South conference approached 
completion tonight with the drafting of a fimel communique in which 


the 27 delegations spelled out a wide area of agreement, 


But there 


Was much on which they could not agree. 

The end neared efter four dzys of long negotiating sessiatis taut 
at times appeared close to breaking down. The two sides could vot 
agree on a formula for continued energy discussions, which the 
industrial nations had wanted as a condition for concessions in 


other areas. The 1¥-month-lonz 
eonference, born out of the 
energy crisis of 1974-1975, broucht 
together 27 delegations of devel- 
oping and industrial nations 
whose avowed ambition was to 
create a Dew world economic 
order. But it was the gulf be- 
tween these rich and poor na- 
tions that led to the difficult; 
of the negotiations and the only 
partial success achieved during 
the talks. 

P.J. Patterson, forcien minister 
of Jamaica, refused to call the 
talks a failure. “We have chtain- 
ed advances in a few linuted 
fields,” he said, “but not attained 
the level of progress we Intended.” 

Most of the progress wus 
achieved during the first three 
days. It included a &i-billion 
special fund to help the worlds 
poorest’ economies. a common 
fund for commiedity price sta- 
bilication, and rew funds for 
development aid, particularly for 
acriculture and infrastructure im- 
provements. 

Peculiar Talks 

In sum, it was @ peculiar nego- 
tiation. for the Group of 8 in- 
dustrial nations were not really 
asking for anything in return. 
except a continued dialogue on 
energy, which they did not get. 
It was ἃ one-way negotiation. 
with the developing countries 
asking for more, and the in- 
qustrialized countries saying what 
they would sive. 

There was hittie saiistection 
expressed by either side tonight 
as the delegations worked ou the 
final communiqué. Mr. Patterson 
made it clear that the developing 
countries beiieved the todustrial- 
ized world was being as nigvardly 
as possible, while spokesmen for 
the Group of ὃ at times covld 
not hide their exasperation with 
negotiations that dragged on tvo 
days beyond what had been ex- 


Most of the foreign ministers 
who opened the conference Mon- 
day had dropped out by zarly 
this morning. Secretary of State 
Crrus Vance, who Monday ursed 
that the North-South dialogue be 
continued. left at 3:30 this snorn- 


ing. 

In Washincton todar, Mr, 
Vance described the conference 
as a “worthwhile effort,” but ex- 
pressed disappointment that 
there had been no accord on 
future energy talks. 

‘The energy clause, a5 it was 
known, became the center of the 
negotiations. For the Group of 
19 developing countries, it was 
the industrial world’s intolerable 
intrusion into the right of oil 
producers to fix the price of 
energy. “Just as there are no 
consultations on the price of iron, 
of steel, of machinety or capital 
goods,” Mr. Patterson said, “there 
can be no discussions on the price 
of energy.” 

One of the major difficulties of 
the talks, however, was the dis- 
parity within the Group of 19 
itself. Rangitg from the ex- 
tremely poor, such as Zambia, 
Cameroon and Egypt, to the over-

To Work Qui Fears 


Dutch Plan Therapy Session. 
For Children Held in School 


By Murray Seeger 


ASSEN, the Netherlands, June 2, 
—Within days of their ordeal 
‘under terrorist guns, most of the 
105 Butch children held captive 
in their school for four days were 
on thelr neighborhood streets 
playing as if nothing had hap- 
pened. 

Their blond hair glinted in the 
warm spring sun as they kicked 
Soccer balis or walked to the com- 
munity library where their par- 
ents had waited for their release. 
They joined their parents at an 
open-air service of thanksgiving 
for deliverance from South Mo- 
luccan gunmen who seized their 
schcol more than & week azo. 

And the children prayed for 
the 4 teachers still held in the 
school and the 55 or more adults 
held on a hijacked train 12 miles 
to the north. 

Still, despite their release, the 
ehildren of Bovensmilde School 
will soon be asked to re-enact 
their four days of captivity. 

Therapy Theater 

They will gather in a new 
psychological center at Groningen, 
the biggest town in the northern 
Netherlands, and be urged to re- 
call all the nightmares of their 
eaptivity in a form of therapy 
theater. 

“We want to help the children 
to overcome the fears, the anx- 
teties, which they had.” 2 govern- 
ment psychiatrist said. 

“These are manifesting them- 
selves now by the fact that the 
children built up defense mecha- 
nisms against li, They just want 
to forget all that happened. 

“And the parents often do the 
Same. so we try to work with 
the children and with the parents 
by letting them re-experience 
Tany of the things they expe- 
rienced.” 

The program is just one facet 
οἵ the Dutch government's effort 
to use psychological techniques 
and experiences in dealing with 
terrorism and its victhas. 


Better Support 


In addition to helping the chil- 
dren of this terrorist attack, the 
government is determined to give 
better psychological support to 
the current sdult hostages than 
it did to those captured on an- 
other trsin by gummen in the 
same region 18 months ago. 

The Dutch officiels also are 
following a carefully researched 
psychological blueprint in dealing 
with the South Moluccan guer- 
rillas. The official who talks di- 
rectly with the gunmen the most 
15 Dr. Dick Mulder, chief psychia- 
trist for both the Ministries of 
Justice and Defense. 

Other experts have studied the 
Moluccan community and espe- 
cially its youth, who have been 
responsible for a series of terrorist 
acts in the Netherlands in the

The doctors want to pre- 
vent future nightmares and anx- 
deties. 

Dr. Gottlieb Neddick. who treat- 
ed the children brought to Assen 
Hospital from the school siter 
they were stricken by a virus 
infection that brought about their 
release, said that all wonld fully 
recover from their physical 11- 
nesses. But he said that the 
psychological condition of some 
of the children was serious. 

When terrorist victims just “try 
to forget” what they experienced, 
@ psychiatrist said. “they will 
tind out that within some months 
there will come symptoms in 
which the proclems manifest 
themselves—symptoms such as 
loss of concentration for in- 
stance.” 

The danger comes from re- 
pressing unpleasant memories 
only to have them return when 
the victim does not expect them 
and cannot cope with the repeti- 
tion, 

“They think that is the best 
thing—just to forget about it. But 
we do not think that is the best 
thing.” the doctor said. 

Doctors differ on the long- 
range psychological effects of the 
children’s experience. But they 
are apprehensive because of what 
they have learned fram the 1975 
train hijacking at nearby Betlen 
by other South Moluccans, 

“I know some of the people who 
were on that train. And honest- 
ly, although it was nearly two 
years ego, they still are experi- 
encing things which relate to 
that event.” a psychiatrist said. 

“For many of them now, emo-~ 
tions come to the surface that 
should have come to the surface 
at that moment. It is possible 
that the children will hold symp- 
toms for years long, but I don't 
know if they will disappear any- 
time.” 

Recurring Dreams 

Some of the 1975 captives have 
Teported thet they have recurring 
bad dreams and psychological 
fears, One of them, Irma Mar- 
tins, 18, said she thought that 
She had shaken off the effects 
of her imprisonment until the 
new hijacking occurred. 

“This brought it all back to 
me.” she said, 
bed at night and go through it 
again in my mind. I just couldn't 
believe such a thing could hap- 
Pen again.” 

Many of the 1975 victims are 
still bitter over what they con- 
sider the government's callous at- 
titude toward them. 

Dr. Mulder said that the gov-

Carrillo Says Stalinism Survives in Russia 


MADRID, June 2 (AP).—The

S. African Rules 
Black’s Fatal Fall 


Was Accidental 


JOHANNESBURG, June - 
(UPI).—A black detainee fleeing 
police custody fell 10 floors to his 
death in February from an out, 
side ledge of the police headquar- 
ters building. a police sergeant 
told a Johannesburg inquest court 
this week. 

Magistrate Willem Dormeh! 
found that Mathews Mabilane. 2% 
a Soweto high school student, had 
died accidentally. 

The sergeant said that Mr. Ma- 
belane managed to climb out of 


an interrogation room and 
through a window. 
“lt tried to caten him and 


missed his leg," the sergeant said. 
“lt saw him walking on the ledge 
and as ne looked back at me he 
lost bis balance and fell” 

Mr. Mabilane was one of at 
Jeast 35 blacks to have died while 
in detention since 1963, About 13 
blacks have died in police custody 
since March of last year. 

Earlier this year. Police Min- 
ister Jimmy Eruger said that 
documents found in Soweto, the 
black township outside Johan- 
nesburg, urged members of the 
banned African National Congress 
to commiit suicide rather than talk 
under police questioning.

Φ The earthquake shock itself 
came with terrific suddenness. 
One can describe it as “a huge 
jott from below” that knocked 
many people np against their ceil- 
ing. In Tangshan, which was 
directly over the epicenter, peo- 
ple clinging desperately to trees 
or posts were swung completely 
around by the swaying earth. 
Thousands of structures collapsed 
simultaneously. “as if they were 
made of cards,” one survivor said. 


Φ Thousands of sinkholes, Jook- 
ing like large bomb craters, ap- 
peared throughout the Tangshan 
area. Trees were snapped off or 
uprooted. Railroad tracks became 
tangled wreckage. Rockslides were 
numerous, including one on down- 
town Tangshan city’s Fong Huang 
Hill. Many fires broke out. “Peo- 
ple in China,” said Mr. Lommnitz,

up.”

tions. 

In fact, the “Let 100 Flowers 
Bloom” slogan encouraging intel- 
lectual efforts from the late 1950s 
is becoming so widespread again 
that it covers many walls. In 
Kunming city, the Lomnitzes 
watched a band of young magi- 
cians warmly applauded for pro- 
ducing 100 fake flowers and 8 
banner carrying the slogan. 

The Lomnitzes were impressed 
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with China's massive efforts on 
earthquzke studies and predic- 
tions. 

“There's no doubt the Chinese 
are predicting carthquakes.” Mr. 
Lomnits seid. “The West has 2 
Jot to learn. The Chinese missed 
on the last one, but they realize 
the rapidiv increasing hazards of 
earthquakes in a modern world 
‘with an increasing populace and 
increasing economic investments 
af powerlines, factories, irriga- 
tion works and nuclear potrer 
Plants. 

Primitive Art 

“The risk of catastrophe is 
growing. But the Chinese are 
first to admit the art of predic- 
tion is as yet a very primitive 
one. ‘They say, “We don't under 
Stand what happens before an 
earthquake, but we have to try 
to use everything.’ ” 

A vast nationwide network of 
professional and amateur obser- 
vation stations monitor earth 
movements, magnetic fields, sub- 
soil pressures, electrical resistance © 
of rocks, changes in ground water 
tables and well levels as well as 
strange animal behevior such as 
unusue] commotion and fighting 
among farm animals or the sud- 
den awakening of hiberneting 
snakes and bears. . 

“They kind of play down the 
animal studies." Mr. Lomnitz 
said, “but the fact is before ev- 
ery earthquake there is some un- 
usual animal behavior. Unfor~ 
tunately, not all unusual animal 
behavior precedes an earthquake.” 


No Defects Shew Up 
In Seveso Embryos 


MILAN, June 2 (Reuters).—A 
study of 30 embryos from abor- 
tions carried out on women from 
the dioxin poison-polluted Seveso 
area did not show any malfor- 
mation, the director of Milan's 
Hygiene Institute, Prof. Gactano 
Fara, said today. 

But none of the examinations 
would have detected malforma- 
tions such as brain damage, he 
commented. More than 700 per- 
sons were evacuated from Seveso 
Jast July after an explosion at 
the Swiss-owned ICMESA factory 
released an unknown quantity of 
the poisonous chemical dioxin 
into the atmosphere.

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The Strengths of Weakness 


When one considers the Turks. who are 
about to go into an election after a period 
of political weakness that-forced them into 
the immorality of the prolonged Cyprus 
seizure to create toe impression of strength. 
or tries to disentangle Israeli polities after 
the Likud “victory.” or even regards how 
jittle the popular Mr. Carter can count on 
his Democratic Congress. it does not require 
Much anelysis tu decide thai dernocracy has 
its flaws. Indeed. there are so few demo- 
eratic countries with flrmly seated govern- 
ments. backed by popular πὶ]. that one is 
tempted to wonder whether voting 15 worth- 
wile. 


The fact. of course. 15 that the issues divid- 
img the parties have less ideological strength 
than they once did: Socialism, the welfare 
state and plain capitalism have all been 
tried. all have compromised after some 
failures. Too much government has been 8 
nuisance: too little government is dangerous 
in this complex era. Thete are zeaiots. to 
be sure. but even when they live in areas so 
fertile in fidelity to oppcsing concepts as 
say. Orange County California. or one of 
the Red suburbs of Paris. they find it dif- 
ficult to summon others to the hard line. 
Even the universities. homes of untested 
ideas that read well on term papers and 
sound exciting when shouted during demon- 
strations. have become less certain of the 
fundamentals. Columbia, for example. is. 
battling over whether Dr Kissinger should 
hold an endowed chair, which reflects little 
glory on the intellectual vivacity of the 
university. 

Now all of this may tell of the evolution 
of ideas among men who are entitled to ex- 


press ideas in speech or votes; ‘oz the alter- 
ation of societies that no longer match the 
ideals of Adam Smith ot Karl Marx or their 
modern adaptors, And it may mean dif- 
ficulties in arriving at practical matters of 
budgets and unemployment relief, as well as 
offer enticements to military adventurers, 
It is not an easy time for democrats. 


But it is also not an easy time for authori- 
tarlans. whether they tend to Communism 
or toward what once would hare been Fas- 
cism. For the latier are-uneasy about what 
they once would have scorned—civil and 
human rights. And so are the former, for 
the Communists seem to be suffering the 
same difficulties with their politics and 
economics as the democrats. Ideas flow 
more rapidly around the world than was 
once physically possible, and they are less 
easy to channel or block. We may not have 
reached the “global village.” but certainly 
there is more gossip among neighbors than 
was possthle even 30 years ago, dnd different 
associations, different kinds of argument, 
than an earlier generation knew. 

So if it is possible to gloom over democracy, 


it is even harder to cheer for any other kind - 


of human government, Slogans persist—but 
they seem to have added a few syllables to 
what were once very simple catchwords. The 
world is in a time of questioning—and that 
is better than a time of apparent certainties 
which bore their own internal faults. It may 
be well to bemoan the weaknesses of what: 
once seemed absolute credos, but 10 is also 
possible to recognize that those weaknesses 
can have their own strengths—that they 
might even lead to correct answers in a 
world that badly needs them. 


Carter and Young and Africa 


Q—Arent there any examples of things 
wou did that weren't absolutely right? 

A—There are a lot of those in my life. 
Mot speaking out for the cessation of the 
war in Vietnam. The fact that I didn't 
crusade at a very early stage for civil rights 
in the South. for the one-man, one-tote 
ruling. ΤῈ might be that now I should drop 
my campaign jor president and start a 
erusade jor black-mejority rule in South 
Africa or Rhodesia. . . 


‘We commend the above exchange, taken 
from Jimmy Carter’s Piayboy magazine in- 
terview last fall, to those puzzling over one 
of the most absorbing and—to many—most 
vexing conundrums of the Carter adminis- 
tration: Why doesn't the President disci- 
pline or fire Andrew Young, the erratic and 
often self-indulgent U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations? We will not burden you 
with the full record of Mr. Young’s diplo- 
matic indiscretions and Idiosyncracies. It is 
perhaps enough to note that (not for the 
first time) he has just called some of this 
country’s oldest friends “racists” and dis- 
missed out of hand the administration's 
official objections to the latest Communist 
power play in Africa. Any other presidential 
appointee would have been out quicker than 
you can say “John ἘΞ, Singleub”.

Is it because of personal friendship that 
Mr Young survives? Is it polftical obliga- 


tion. reinforced by ἃ sense of the cost a. 


president might incur for forcing ont—or 
even hushing up—tne most conspicuous 
black in his administration? Is it because 
of an offensive and patronizing double stan- 
dard that allows unique liberties to blacks 
in high office? 

Perhaps But a larger part of the answer. 
we suspect. is Suggested by the passare. 
quoted above. from the Playboy interview. 


To take the President at his word, he was 
slow to rally to the cause of racial justice 
in. the U.S. Sonth: and this failure fitled 
him with a sense of guilt sufficiently deep to 
snggest to him the possibility of an alter- 
nate career: “I should .. . start a crusade 
for black-majority rule in South Africa..." 
If this is so, then his attitude toward Andrew: 
Young ‘becomes a good deal clearer. He 
feels ἃ disciple's respect and humility before 
an apostle. He keeps him on not out of in- 
dulgence but because he agrees with him 
profoundly on what they both regard as cen- 
tral to this country's approach to Africa.

No more than any person can 2 president 
be denied his motives. What he is account- 
able for, however, are his policies, It 15 here 
that he can be faulted. The improvisations 
and insults and affectations of moral supe- 
Yiority and personal importance that mark 
the style of Andrew Young too often mock 
responsible diplomacy. And the substance 
of the Carter policy for Africa, proceeding 
as it does from a vision of white racism in 
the U.S. South. seems both superficia) and 
unnecessarily risky. τὸ is grossly interven- 
tionist. It does not acknowledge the special 
historical and political circumstances of the 
African South. It encourages blacks to de- 


‘mand power and whites to yleld it without 


suggesting how this is to be done—and how 
soon—and without offering safeguards and 
guarantees to blacks {9 the short run or to 
whites in the long run. 

So we do not think Mr. Young is the 
problem. Those who question the admin- 
istration’s Africa policy should look first to 
President Carter and to his own evident mo- 
tivation.

Mr. Smith Fights Alone 


Br sending his troops 59 miles into neigh- 
boring Mozambique, Prime Minister Smith 
ot Rhodesia has added a new tactic to a now 
familiar strategy. The tactic seeks to in- 
flame an already tense situation and to bid 
for military advantage. The strategy is tc 
enncede nothing to the blacks who seek 
political power in Rhodesia in the hope that 
the Western nations will in the end help to 
preserve the rezime of the minority whites. 

The cross-border attack and occupation 
of the town of Mapai 15 undoubtedly a blow 
to the Zimbabwe guerrillas. But tt is also 
a blow to American and British negotiators. 
‘who still seek a peace conference, and a pro- 


vocation to Mozambique and its allies, m- 
cluding the Soviet Union. By thus risking 
an escalation of the conflict, Mr. Smith 
leaves the impression that ‘he still expects 
the United States to rescue him from the 
consequences of his actlons. 

As American and Eritish officials quickly 
made plain, their help is not available for 
such military adventures. This will only 
speed their resolve to arrange the orderly 
transition to black majority rule. Ty Mr. 
Smith persists in negotiation by arms. he 
and his white constituents will find them- 
selves truly alone.

‘There is good reason. therefore, 
for the muilitary-industrial com- 
plex to be in there fighting side 
by side with the civilians. But 
it is an unlikely volunieer. Given 
their defense responsibilities, it 
is easy for the armed forces and 
their indusirial allies to consider 
themselves exempt from the con-~ 
straints placed on the civilian 

Recently a Pentagon of- 
ficial was quoted as seeing little 
chance of fuel cutbacks in view 
of the high-consumption design 
of US. military vehicles and 
weaponry that will be in service 
until the end of the century.

Grain That Built a Hemisphere 


"November 5, 1492, ὑπὸ 

Spaniards whom Christopher 
Columbus had charged with an 
exploratory penetration into the 
interior of Cuba returned to re- 
port to the Admiral of the Ocean 
Sea that they bad come upon 
“a sort of grain they calied 
maize, which was well tasted, 
bak, drv'd and made into 
Nour.” 

it was thus that the Old World 
became aware of the existence 
in the New Worid of its only 
cereal: “the graim that built a 
hemisphere.” as the Encrclopae- 
dia Britannica puts it. Food 
historians Georges and Germaine 
Blond wrote that "in South Ame 
viea. the material security pro- 
duced by the cultivation of corn 
favored the arts and the sciences.” 
“Its domestication,” wrote John 
Collier in “Indians of the Ame- 
ricas,” “brought about the change 
from wandering to settled life 
and the possibility of such popu- 
lations as those estimated for 
the Inca’ Empire at its height— 
10 to 16 million . . . Without it 
[the Astec, the Mayan and the 
Inca) cultures and civilizations 
could not have coms into exis- 
tence.” 

Several Kingdoms 

~The empire of meize.” said the 
Blonds, “encompassed several 
kingdoms and civilizations: the 
Aztecs of Mexico, the Chibchas 
of Colonibia, the Mayas of Gua- 
temala, the Incas of Peru. The 
farmers of there nations did not 
plow because they possessed no 
drait animals, and for that mat- 
ter, plowing was quite unneces- 
sary. They contented them- 
selves with stirring up the 80} 
with the help of -a prehistoric 
digging stick, after which the 
‘women made holes at regular in- 
tervals and threw two maize 
kernels mto each. They then 
Spread over the fields guano, 
ashes and human excrement. The 
maize reached maturity in 90 
days. Since time immemorial, 
none of these peoples had suffer- 
ed from hunger.” 

When Cortez and his men 
reached the Mexican mainland, 
they found maize groving there 
in even greater profusicn than 
on the Caribbean islands. It was 
planted along the roadsides 50 
that those in want could help 
themselves; nobody in Mexico 
could die of hunger at atime

of Spain. In 1519 alone, Tenoch- 
titlan received from peoples the 
Aztecs had conquered more than 
10.000 tons of corn in tribute. 
The Sacrifices 

Given the verr great importance 
of maize in the Aztec civilization, 
ἰῷ is nob surprising that it ac- 
quired the status of a sacred 
plant. The idea became implant- 
ed among the Aztecs that maize 
woulda not ripen unless human 
sacrifices were offered to Cen- 
teol, the maize god, or to Xilotl 
(Xilonen) the maize goddess. 

The maize cakes eaten at A2tec 
sacrifices were made of cornmeal 
mixed with the blood of the vic- 
tims. The Incas mixed sacrificiel 
blood. with meal, too, in cakes 
titually eaten. but they did not 
secrifice human beings, they sa- 
crificed Namas. The Mayas were 
the gentlest of all: they also 
considered maize to be sacred and 
made sacrifices to its gods but 
all they sacrifiesd were birds. 
The anthropologists Robert Red- 
field and Warner Lloyd vrote of 
them that growing corn “is not 
simply a way of securing food. It 
is also a way of worshipping the 
gods. Before a man plants. he 
builds an altar in the field and 
prays there. He must not speak 
boisterously in the comfield; it 
is a sor: of temple.” 

In “The Taste of America.” 
John L, and Earen Hess teil us 
that “Dr. Moises Behar, a Gua- 
temalan physician who Is chief 
of nutrition for the World Health 
Organization, says the Mayans of 
pre-Columbian times apparently 
had no serious nutritional prob- 


. lems. They ate corn and beans, 


fruits, vegetables and game, The: 

cleared patches of jungle, farmed 
them briefly, and moved on. Iet- 
ting the land return to jungle. 
The ecology remained in bajance, 
and the population remained 
within bounds. Then the Span- 
jards came.

The Spaniards also brought the 
gift of malnutrition to Peru, 
where the Incas had maintained 
prosperity by giving first atten- 
tion to thelr grain and oniy sec- | 
ond to their sold. 

Reversed Priorities 

When the Spaniards arzived. 
they reversed the Inca conception 
of priorities, putting gold first 
and interesting themselves in 
maize only to the extent to which 
it was necessary for feeding 
themselves and useful in rqyueez- 
ing gold from the natives. One 
way in which the: did this was 
to impress Incas for work in the 
mines on a ration of one pint oF 
corm a cay; this starvation dict 
killed off workers after a few 
months. Another practice was to 
eonmandesr the maize crop and 
then sell it beck to the natives 
who had produced it for gold: if 
they hed no gold. they were frce 
to starve. 

These tactics were still currert 
at the beginning of the 18th cen- 
tury, when two Spanish engineers 
sent to Peru on a technical mis- 
sion had the courage t. "rite to 
Philip V: “Maize has become 
very rare, The vroprictors treat 
the Indians with terrible harsh- 
ness. They go so far as to store 
the maize—which is the only food 
here—to sell if at a high price 
in al the provinces.” 

Fifty years later, neither Phi- 
lip V nor either of bis two suc- 
cossors h2d detgned to respond, 
so the inevitable happened. Tu- 
pac Amaru. who ciaimed to be 
8. descendant of the Incas, led 
revolting Indians in capturing the 
corregidor Don Antonio Arriaga 
and impressing upon him the ad- 
vantages of precious food over 
precious metal by pouring molten 
gold down his throat. On March 
τῆν 1731. Tupac Amaru and his 
family were put to death with ap- 
propriate cruelty, which, how- 
ever. did not involve any waste 
of gold, molten or otherwise. All 
the other descendants of the In- 
cas were hunted down and killed 
for good measure. The maize- 
'eating Peruvians returned to ἃ 
seemly state of subservience.

The Japanese motorcycles had been assemb!ed in Atessa. 
® central Iravan town. A trade agreement between the two 
comtries stipulated that the Japanese would import oniy 25 
Per cent of the parts of the motorcycles beyond 380 cc and 


manufacture the rest in Italy. 


For the imports, the Japanese companies filled forms which 
Were delivered to the Foreign Trade Ministry, and no other 


formality was requized. 


The Italian government decided on May 26 that the im- 
Porters should request a regular import Hcense for the Japa- 
nese products, The applications have yet to be examined by 
ministry officials in what has amounted to 8 stoppage. 

_ Ministry officials refused to comment on the decision to 
require 8. Ucense for the imports, They stressed, however, that 
the move was perfectly legal, and the Italian government was 
allowed to impose similar restrictions on the basis of its foreign 


trade budget. 


The sources also stressed that Italy had consulted its HEC 
Partners before deciding the change, and its move had been 
Unanimously supported by the other European commumiiy 
members. 


Ministry sources, however, said the move to limit imports 
of large Japanese motorcycles and of electronic products was 
in response to 2 decision in Toxyo to cut the imports of Jialian 
Sportswear, niainiy ski boots that have swept international 
markets because of a combination of quality and low price.

U.S. Inflation Rate Stronger
